Under such regulations as the Director may prescribe, the Agency, with 
respect to its officers ani empleyees assigned to duty atations cutside the 
several Stetes of the United States of America, excluding Alaska and Hawai, 
but including the District of Columbia, stall + 


(1) (a) Pay the travel expenses of officers and employees of the Agency, 
including expenses ineurred while traveling pursuant to authorized hone leave; 


{3) Fay the travel expenses of menbora of the feuily of an officer or 
employes of the Agency when prosesding to or returning fron hia post of duty; 
accompanying hin on euthoriged home leave; or otherwise traveling in accordance 
with guthority granted pursuant to the terms of thie or any other Act; 


(c} Pay the cost of transporting the furniture ami household and 
personal effects of an officer or employee of the Agency to bie successive 
posts of duty and, on the termination of his services, to hig residence at 
time of appointment or to a point not more distant, or, upon retirement, to 
the plece where he will reside; 


(p) Pay the cost of packing anf unpecking, transyorting to and frou a 
place of storage, and storing the furniture and household and personal effecta 
of en officer or employee of the Agency, when he is absent fron his post of as- 
signeent under orders, or when he is aseigned to a post to which he cannot take 
or at which he ie unable te use such furniture and household and personal effects , 
or when 1t is in the public interest or more econcmicel to authorise storage; but 
tu no inotence shall the weight or volume of the effects stored together with the 
weight or volume of the effects transported exceed the maxiou limitations fixed 
by reguistions, when not otherwise fined by law; 


(3) Pay the cost of packing and unpacking, transporting to and from a 
place of storage, en@ storing the furniture and household ani personal effects 
of an officer or employee of the Agency in connection with assignment or transfer 
to @ new post, from the date of his departure from his last post or frou the date 
of his departure from his place of residence in the case of a new officer or en- 
ployee and for not to exceed three months after arrival at the new post or until 
the eatablishnent of residence quarters, whichever shall be shorterj and in con- 
nection with separation of an officer or exployee of the Agency, the cost of packing 
and unpacking, transporting to and from a place of etorage, and storing for a period 
not to exeecd three months, his furniture end household and personal effects; but 
in no instence shall the weight or woluse of the effecta stored together with the 
weight or volume of the effects tranaported exceed the naxinum limitations fixed 
by regulations, when not otherwise fixed by laws 


(r) Pay the travel expenses and transportation costs incident to the 
removal of the aembers of the family of an officer or exployse of the Agency ard 
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his fwendture and household and personal effecte, including automobiles, from 

& post at whieh, because of the prevalence of disturbed coniitions, there is 
iuminent. danger to life and property, and the return of such parsons, furniture, 
and effects to such post upon the cessation of such conditions; or to such other 
post aS may in the meantine have become the post to which such officer or employee 
has been assigned. 


{2} Charge expences in connection with travel of personnel, their depen- 
dents, and transportation of their household gooda and personel effects, in- 
volving @ change of permanent station, to the appropriation for the fiscal year 
current vien amy part of either the travel or transportation pertaining to the 
transfer begina pursuant to previously iesued travel and transfer orders, not- 
withetenting the fact thet such travel or transportation amy not all be efferted 
during such fiecal year, or the travel and transfer ordere may have beeu iseued 
duving the prior fiscal year. 


(3) (A) Order to any of the several States of the United States of America 
(tneluding the District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, end any 
territory or possession of the United States) on Leave of absence each officer 
or re of the Agency who was a resident of the United States {aa described 
above) at time of employment, upon completion of two years’ continuous service 
ahrosd, or as secon as possible thereafter. 


(8B) While in the United States (as deseribed in paragraph (3) {A} of 
this section) on leave, the services of any officer or euployee shall be available 
for work or duties in the Agency or elsevhere es the Director may prescribe; end 
the time of such work or duty shall not be counted ec leave. 


{c) Where an officer or exployes on leave returns to the United States 
(ae deseribed in paregraph (3) (A) of this section}, leave of absence granted 
shall be exclusive of the time actually and necessarliy occupied in going to ant 
from tha United States (as ao described) and such time as may be nececsarily oc- 
supied in awaiting transportation. 


(4} Botwithetending the provisions of any other law, transport for or on 
behalf of an officer or employee of the Agency, a privately owned motor vehicle 
in any cago in whieh it shall be determined that water, rail, or air transpor~ 
tation of the moter vehiele ie necessary or expedient for all or any part of the 
distance between pointe of origin and destination, and pay the costs ef such 
transportation. Hot more than one motor vehicle of any officer or exployee of 
the Agency may be trensported under authority of this paragraph during any four- 
yeer yoriod, except that, sa a replacement for such motor vehicle, one additional 
motor vehicle of any such officer or employee may be 60 transported during uch 
period upon approval, in advenca, by the Director ani upon « determination, in 
advance, by the Director that such replacement is necessary for reasons beyond 
the control of the officer or employee anil is in the interest of the Goverment. 
After the expiration of a period of four years following the date of traneportation 
unfer authority of thie paragraph of « privately owned motor vehicle of any officer 
cr employes who hae remained in continuous service outeide the several States of 


the Ualted States of America, excluding Alaska and Hawail, but ineluding the

such woter vehiele for such officer or employee may be authorised by the Birector 
in accordance with this paregraph. 


(5) (A) Im the event of iliness or injury requiring the hospitalization of 
ean offieer or fulle-tige employee of the Agency, not the result of vicious habits, 
intemperance, or misconduct on his pert, incurred while on aseignment abroad, in 
a locality where there doen not exiat a suitable hospital or clinic, pay the travel 
expenses of such officer or exployee by whatever means he sitall deem appropriate 
and without regard to the Standardized fevermient Travel Hegulations ani section 10 
of the Act of March 3, 1933 (47 Stat. 1516) 5 U.5.C. 736), to the nearest locality 
where a suiteble hospital er clinic existe enfi on his recovery pay for the travel 
expenses of hie return to bis post of duty. If the officer or employee is too 111 
to travel unattended, the Director aay aleo pay the travel expenses of an attentant) 


(8) Betablieh « first-aid stetion ant provide for the services of a 
narse at « post at vhich, in his epinion, sufficient personnel ts exployed to 
warrant such @ gtation: Provided, Thet, in his opinion, i+ ia not feasible to 

utilise an existing facility; 


{¢} Im the event of iliness or injury requiring hospltaltzation of an 
officer or full-time eaployee of the Agency, not the result of vielous habits, 
intemperate, or mieconduct on his part, incurred in the line of duty while such 
person ia sesigned ehbroad, pay fox the coot of the treatment of such iliness or 
injary at a suitable hoepltal or clinic; 


(D) Provide for the periodic physical examination of officers end 
2g and for the cost of administering Inoeulations er wacni-~ 
natienn to euch offieere or employees. 


(6) Pay the costa of preparing ané traneporting the remaing of an officer 
or employes of the Agenty ox a meuber of his femlly who may die Wille in travel 
etatus or abroad, to bis home or official station, or to such other place as the 
Director say determine to be the appropriate place of interment, provided that 
in no cage shall the expense payable be greater than the emount which would have 
been payable hed the destination been the home or official station. 


(7) Pay the costs of travel of new appointess and their dependents, and 
the trevoportation of their household gnode ani personal effects, from places of 
ectual residence in foreign countries at time of appolntaent to places of employ~ 
nent and return to thelr actual residences et the time of appointment or a point 
not more distant; Provided: Theat such eppointees agree in writing to remain with 
the United States Governsent. for a period of not less than twelve months from the 
time of appointment. 


Violation of such agreement for personal convenience af an employee or 
because of separation for misconduct will ber such return paywents and, if detar~ 
mined by the Director ox his designee to be in the best interests of the United 
Stetes, any soney expended by the United States on account of such travel and 
transportation shall be considered as a aebt duc by the individual concerned to 
the United States.
